torney General A rthur S. Gilliom. 
Dr. Shumaker is now under sen- 
ence of 00 days in tin* Indiana state 
prison farm, and has a $ 0 0 0 vne to 
pay, hut execution of this sentence 
lias been delayed. 
Gilliom’s, mot/ion followed publi­ 
cation of correspondence 
between 
Sen. Jam es E. W atson and Dr. Shu­ 
maker, and the statement by the dry 
leader th at Sen. W atson and 
Sen. 
A rthur II. Robinson were active in 
his behalf before the supreme court 
announced a decision 
in the con­ 
tempt 
action. 
Shum aker 
charged 
that W atson told him of consulting 
three members of the court reg ard ­ 
ing the decision. 
Gilliom’s motion asked that W at­ 
son and Robinson, Clyde Wall), R e­ 
publican 
state 
chairm an; 
Henry 
Lane Wilson, form er am bassador to 
Mexico, and Boyd Gurley, editor of 
the Indianapolis Times, be called a^ 
witnesses in reopening the ease. 
It was in a telephone call 
from 
Wilson’s home that W atson was de­ 
clared by Shumaker 
to have told 
him of 
approaching 
the 
supreme 
court justices. 
Text of the motion follows: 
“ Comes now the state of Indiana 
and moves to modify the judgement 
rendered aginst tin* respondent, E d­ 
ward S. Shumaker, and to increase 
tin1 sentence imposed on him on the 
ground th at the same now appears 
inadequate because of corrupt a t ­ 
tem pts by him. the said Shumaker, 
to corruptly influence a decision f a ­ 
vorable to him in this ease. 
‘‘In support of this motion, the 
state offers the testimony of Clyde 
E. Walb, James E. Watson, Henry 
Lane Wilson, Arthur Robinson and 
of others. 
“ The state of Indiana 
requests 
that the court fix an early day for 
hearing the testimony of witnesses 
in open’court in Support of this mo­ 
tion, and that the clerk of the court 
he ordered to issue subpoenaes 
for 
all witnesses whom the state 
may 
designate. ” 
Attorney General 
Gilliom 
began 
the fam ous contempt case against 
Shumaker. Recently, he has 
been 
speaking widely in the state against 
attem pts to influence high courts. 
Dr. Shumaker was found guilty of 
attem pting to sway the court in its 
decisions on prohibition 
cases 
by 
threatening political reprisals unless 
the justices made rulings that were 
acceptable to the league. 
Six “ friends of the court, 
all 
prominent attorneys, advised he was 
guilty of th«1 charge and the supreme

“ I called on Senator Robinson 
at 
his home to protest against the de- 
lav in the decision ot the case and 
expressed the belief that A rthur Gil­ 
liom was holding this over my head 
like a club to prevent me from m ak­ 
ing anv recommendations for 
the 
supreme court during tin* campaign. 
“ It was then that he called Sena­ 
tor W atson on the phone and told 
him how I felt about the matter. 
1 
could not hear what W atson 
was 
saving hut Robinson, atfer 
talking 
with him a few minutes, asked him 
if 
he would mind 
telling me just 
what h<* had said to him. 
“ I was then invited to step to the 
phone and Senator W atson spoke to 
me in substance as follows: 
“ -Doctor, I have done something 
in this case entirely different from 
anything I have done before. I have 
talked to three of the judges,' and 
they are the three who are not sup­ 
posed to bo friendly to you. They 
have assured me that you will never 
he sent to jail, and there will

“ E arly in August, 1926, Dr. Shu­ 
m aker came to my home and said 
in substance that, while lie did not 
desire to influence the decision

the court, he would like to have

decide his ease at an early date. 
“ I told him that I could do noth­ 
ing in the m atter, and In* asked me 
if T would call Senator W atson and 
tell him how he felt. This I did and 
a fte r reaching tin* Senator 
asked 
him to talk to Shumaker personally. 
He did this and, of (course, I did not 
know what conversation took place 
between them .”

McIntosh and Fitzmaurice hopped 
off from Baldonnel air field, Dublin, 
a t 1 :34 p. m., yesterday

York. Two hours later they roared 
over Galway bay and headed

over the Atlantic which never yet 
has been

in

flight from east to west. 
Then into fog and rain and head­ 
winds— disaster was very close 
to 
the Fokker monoplane for two hours. 
At length, beaten, the fliers elect­ 
ed to abandon their argosy. 
They 
regained tin* Irish coast over 
tin* 
mouth of the river Shannon 
and 
circled for a landing place. 
They 
shot up signal dockets from their 
Yerev pisto] hoping that 
villagers 


would light the dusk to aid them. 
They finally, landed at 7 :30 p. m., 
bringing down the craft n ear Bally- 
bunion 
on the 
western coast 
of 
county Kerry. The aviators, 
tired 
and weighed with the feeling 
that 
death had been near, went to bed 
in a hotel. 
In an interview «with tin* 
press 
Fitzmaurice sketched the hardships 
in the brief flight. 
“ We had been over the sea be­ 
tween two and three hours when wo 
encountered extremely 
heavy w ea­ 
th er,” In* said. 
“ Visibility was unutterably poor. 
“ To top it all we ran into a down 
pour of rain that 
forced 
us fre­ 
quently to fly only 30 feet or 
so 
alxive the water. 
“ At 5 o ’clock we found it impos­ 
sible to steer a /true compass course 
and decided that to continue would 
be suicide. 
“ We 
were tlion running into 
a 
40-mile-an-hour headwind and fin­ 
ally were forced to empty some ot 
our petrol tan k s." 
Both McIntosh 
and 
Fitzmaurice 
were lavish in praise of the perfor­ 
mance 
of the 
Princess 
Xenia— 
named after the wife of William B. 
Leeds, 
principal 
backer 
of 
the 
flight. The monoplane was a sister- 
sliip of the ill-fated St. Raphael and 
Old Glory, and w as the one in which 
Van L ear Black, publisher of the 
Baltimore Suit flew to and from tin* 
West Indies.

— Thirty thousand 
American 
sol­ 
diers who died in France were sa l­ 
uted today by their w ar time leader 
and high officers of France and the 
American Legion. 
They gathered in 
the American cemetery here where 
1,507 marble headstones lie row on 
row. 
Pershing and Foch who 
ordered 
the men forw ard on their last fight, 
Howard P. Savage, national 
com­ 
mander of the American 
Legion, 
Generals Gouraud, De Deney, Rage- 
nau and Hart 
were among 
those 
who participated today in the trib ­ 
ute to those who died. 
This regiment n f death had 
p a r­ 
aded fo r its officers in time of war. 
The positions were reversed 
today, 
in behalf of all the American s o l­ 
diers listed as dead or missing after 
the great carnage, the men of S u r­ 
esnes took their 
officers’ 
salutes. 
From the small cemetery here, 
the 
homage of the w ar time leaders ex­ 
tended to other cemeteries on 
the 
western front, to forest and thicket 
where unfound bones have bleached 
and mingled with the soil and 
to 
every spot which was baptized 
in 
1917-18 with American blood. 


Overhead circled two French army 
planes as similar planes had hover­ 
ed as many of these men died. 
In 
front of each headstone fluttered 
two flags, French and American. 


Sheldon Whitehouse, counsellor of 
the American embassy, presided 
at 
the ceremony. Josefîh L. Wolfe, n a ­ 
tional chaplain of the Legion, 
p ro­ 
nounced the invocation.

He said the cots assigned to the 
jurors were hard, uncomfortable and 
crowded. 
Judge Shirley advised

court had no authority to release 
any ju ro r and said he would repeat 
his instructions that the jurors

given suitable accommodations.

There is only one method of in- 


suring against damage by the H es­ 


sian fly, the most destructive wheat 


insect, and that is by sowing after 


certain specified dates, it was point­ 


ed out in a statement by the county 


agent today. These dates, known as 


“ fly free d a te s,” are based on re ­ 


sults from 40 or more sowing plots 
in many 
sections 
of the 
central 
west, which have been running for 
10 or more consecutive years. They 
have proved to be the best dates to 
sow wheat without consideration of 
the fly and therefore 
it is doubly 
im portant 
that 
growers 
observe 
these dates. 
Several 
Rush 
county 
farm ers 
here and there over the county are 
sowing wheat this week. There are 
more sowing in the northern part of 
the county than the southern part. 
This is more especially true in the 
northw est quarter. 
Many 
farm ers 
expressed the idea the first of this 
week that they would 
wait 
until 
next week before sowing. 
However, 
due to tbe extreme beat and the gen­ 
eral condition of the corn, they are 
postponing this original plan. 


While early sowing may have 
no 
effect on this year’s 
crop, 
exper­ 
ience in the past has shown th at in 
all probability early sowing will on- 
able the flies to lay a maximum 
of 
eggs and within a year or two, posr 
siblv a year hence, there will be 
a 
very serious fly outbreak. In other 
words, farm ers in each community 
are urged to cooperate each 
year 
and sow wheat at the time recog­ 
nized as 
the best agronomic date 
and the best time to avoid fly, and 
in this way insure against losses in 
their respective communities. 


The dates in Indiana range from 
Sept. 22nd in the northern tier 
of 
counties to Oct. 8th for the southern 
edge. For Rush county October 1st 
is the earliest date 
to sow 
wheat 
safely. W heat should be sown 
as 
soon after this date as is possible. 
Farm ers also are urged to see that 
the seed bed is good, th at good seed 
is used, and a high grade of fertili­ 
zer applied, and thus obtain a m axi­ 
mum yield with profit.

Special Judge Gary Requires New 
Bond of $500 Pending Argument 
On New Trial Motion 


A ju ry in the circuit court 
late 
Friday convicted Fred Casady, mo­ 
tion picture owner, on a charge of 
desecrating the Sabbath, and fined 
him the maximum am ount $10 and 
costs, a fte r being in session for a l­ 
most three hours. 
The defendant appeared in 
court 
this morning to have, sentence p a ss­ 
ed, and filed a motion fo r a new 
trial, indicating an appeal to 
the 
higher court. Special Judge 
Gary 
compelled the defendant to give 
a 
new bond to cover his $10 fine while 
the motion for a new trial is pend­ 
ing, and the court placed the bond 
at $500, or fifty times the amount 
of the fine imposed. 
The defense contended th at 
the 
continuance bond is recognized un ­ 
til the court passes sentence, and 
that such bond is even recognized 111 
eases where a person has been con- 
vieted of a serious crime and sen­ 
tenced to prison, in order th a t the 
prisoner can arrange his business 
before being taken to prison, while 
in this ease, the defense attorneys 
pointed out, the fine is only $10. The 
special judge ruled that it would be 
necessary to give another bond while 
the motion was pending and he fixed 
the bond at $500. 
The suit came to an abrupt ending 
Friday afternoon when the defense 
declined to present argum ents to the 
jury after Prosecuting Attorney C. 
M. George had made the first arg u ­ 
ment for about fifteen minutes. Spe­ 
cial 
Judge A. L. Gary 
then 
in­ 
structed the jury, which gave them 
the case about 4:45. 
The state used as witnesses Sher­ 
iff L. M. Coons, the arresting o fficer, 
and three of his assistants, M arshall 
P earsey of Rushville, F ran k Coons, 
a son of the sheriff, and Ollie 
M. 
Offutt, of Hancock county, formerly 
of Arlington. 
The officers stated th at the pic­ 
ture was 
being 
operated 
by Mr. 
Casady on the Sunday night 
in 
question. They each told of going to 
the theater where a Irage crowd had 
gathered on the outside, as well 
as 
a crowded house on the inside. 
The witnesses on cross exam ina­ 
tion stated that there was no noise 
or commotion 
within 
the 
theater 
until the arrest had been made, and 
that a demonstration then followed. 
A ruling 
was 
made 
by Special 
Judge G ary over objections of tlm 
state, th at when the sheriff took the 
witness stand, his erebidilitv as 
a 
witness was a t stake. 
The defense 
then attempted to impeach him 
as 
a. witness by asking him if he did 
not know that other business houses 
were running contrary to the Sun­ 
day law, and that he had singled 
out one business over others. 
The 
same question was asked Mr. Offutt 
concerning the business houses that 
are open in Arlington on Sunday. 
The 
defense 
drew 
the 
admission 
from the sheriff that he had seen 
his son sell gasoline at a filing s ta ­ 
tion on Sunday and had not a rre s t­ 
ed him. 
These were the only witnesses u s ­ 
ed by the state, and then the defense 
began the introduction 
of evidence 
which consisted entirely of witness­

Sowing In Order to Escape, Hes- 


sian Fly, Destructive Insect 


BASIS OF "FLY FREE DATES" 


October I Is Shown To Be The Ear- 
liest Date to Sow Wheat Safely In 


The County 


There is only one method of in- 


suring against damage by the Hes- 
sian fly, the most destructive wheat 
insect, and that is -by sowing after 
certain specified dates, it was point- 
ed out' in a statement by the connty 
agent today. These dates, known as 
"fly free dates," are based on re- 
sults from 40 or more sowing plots 
in many sections 
of the central 


west, which have been running for 
10 or more consecutive years. They 
have proved to be the best dates to 
sow wheat without consideration of 
the fly and therefore 
it is doubly 


important 
that growers 
observe 


these dates. 


Several 
Rush county farmers 


hero and there over the county are 
sowing wheat this week. There are 
more sowing in the northern part of 
the connty than the southern part. 
This is more especially true in the 
northwest quarter. Many 
farmers 


expressed the idea the first of this 
week that they would wait 
until 


next week before sowing. However, 
due to the extreme heat and the gen- 
eral condition of the corn, they are 
postponing this original plan. 


While early sowing may have no 


effect on this year's crop, exper- 
ience in the past has shown that in 
all probability early sowing will en- 
able the flies to lay a maximum of 
eggs and within a year or two, -posr 
srbly a year hence, -there will 'be a 
very serious fly outbreak. In other 
•words, 'farmers in each community 
are .urged to cooperate each year 
and sow wheat at the time recog- 
nized as the best agronomic date 
and the best time to avoid fly, and 
in this- way insure against losses in 
their respective communities. 


The dates in Indiana range from 


Sept. 22nd in the northern tier of 
counties to Oct. 8th for the southern 
edge. For Rush county October 1st 
is the earliest date to sow wheat 
safely. Wheat should be sown 
as 


soon after this date as is possible. 
Farmers also are urged to see that 
the seed bed is good, that good seed 
is used, and a high grade of fertili- 
zer applied, and thus obtain a maxi- 
mum yield with profit.

A jury in the circuit court late 


Friday convicted Fred Casady, mo- 
tion picture owner, on a charge of 
desecrating the Sabbath, and.fined 
him the maximum amount $10 and 
costs, after being in session for al- 
most three hours. 


The defendant appeared in conn 


this morning to have, sentence pass- 
ed, and filed a motion for a new 
trial, indicating an appeal to the 
higher court. Special Judge 
Gary 


compelled the defendant to give a 
new bond to cover his $10 fine while 
the motion for a new trial is pend- 
ing, and the court placed the bond 
at $500, or fifty times the amount 
of'the fine imposed. 


The defense contended that 
the 


continuance bond is recognized un- 
til the court passes sentence, and 
that such, bond is even recognized in 
cases where a person has been con- 
victed of a serious crime and sen- 
tenced to prison, in order that the 
prisoner can arrange his business 
before being'taken to prison, while 
in this case, the defense attorneys 
pointed out, the fine is only $10. The 
special judge ruled that it would be 
necessary to give another bond while . 
the motion was pending and he fixed 
the bond at $500. 


The suit came to an abrupt ending 


Friday afternoon when the defense 
declined to present arguments to the 
jury after Prosecuting Attorney C. 
M. George bad made the first argu- 
ment for about fifteen 'minutes. Spe- 
cial Judge A. L. Gary then 
in- 


structed the jury, which gave them 
the case about 4:45. 


The state used as witnesses Sher- 


iff L. M. Coons, the arresting officer, 
and three of his assistants, Marshall 
Pearsey of Rnshville, Frank Coons, 
a son of the sheriff, and Ollie M. 
Offutt, of Hancock connty, formerly 
of Arlington. 


The officers stated that the pic- 


ture was being operated by Mr.' 
Oasady on the 'Sunday night 
in 


question. They, each told of going to 
the theater where a Irage crowd had 
gathered on the ontside, as well as 
a crowded house on the inside. 


The witnesses on cross examina-
